PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR 
09-04 


WHEREAS, a semi truck struck the Beebe Bridge on US 97 at 
milepost 235 in Chelan County, Washington, on August 31, 
2009, and caused extensive truss and beam damage and clo- 
sure of the bridge to vehicle traffic for several weeks, which 
continues to impact the life and health of our citizens, as well 
as the property, and transportation infrastructure of Washing- 
ton State; and 


The estimated cost to repair the damage is $1,000,000, and 
the bridge repair project is expected to be complex and rela- 
tively lengthy. This emergency condition has eliminated 
vehicle traffic on the bridge and caused significant detours, 
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delays, and inconvenience that affect public health and 
safety. Such conditions will persist until the repair work is 
completed and the bridge reopened to vehicles; and 


It is necessary for the Washington State Department of 
Transportation to use emergency contracting procedures; and 


The Washington State Department of Transportation is coor- 
dinating resources to repair the bridge to alleviate the imme- 
diate impacts upon the infrastructure and is continuing to 
assess the damage caused by this event; and 


The bridge closure is a public disaster that affects the life, 
health, property or public peace 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Christine O. Gregoire, Governor of the 
state of Washington, as a result of the above-noted situation 
and under Chapters 38.52 and 43.06 RCW, do hereby pro- 
claim that a State of Emergency exists in Chelan and Douglas 
Counties in the state of Washington, and direct the plans and 
procedures in the Washington State Comprehensive Emer- 
gency Management Plan be implemented. State agencies and 
departments are directed to utilize state resources and to do 
everything reasonably possible to assist affected political 
subdivisions in an effort to respond to and recover from the 
event.

Industrial Stormwater General Permit 


Permit Issuance: The Washington state department of 
ecology (ecology) will issue the industrial stormwater 
NPDES and state waste discharge general permit (ISWGP) 
on October 21, 2009. The permit will be effective January 1, 
2010. 

Purpose of the Permit: Under federal and state water 
quality law (Federal Clean Water Act and State Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act), a permit is required for the discharge of 
stormwater associated with industrial activities as defined in 
the Code of Federal Regulations (C.F.R.) at 40 C.F.R. Sub- 
part 122.26 (b)(14)(i-xi, excluding x). The ISWGP provides 
coverage for over one thousand two hundred facilities in 
Washington state. Most facilities that discharge stormwater 
from industrial activity either directly or indirectly to surface 
water are required to obtain permit coverage for their dis- 
charge unless they apply for and receive a "no exposure" 
exemption. 

Public Notice Process and the Response to Com- 
ments: The draft permit, fact sheet, and application were 
available for review and public comment from June 3, 2009, 
through July 15, 2009. Ecology held informational work- 
shops and a public hearing on the draft permit. Ecology 
received over one hundred comment letters from stakehold- 
ers covering a wide range of issues. Ecology responded to 
the comments in Appendix C of the fact sheet, the Response 
to Comments. You may download the (Appendix C)

Applying for Coverage Under the Permit: Facilities 
that applied for coverage and are covered under the existing 
industrial stormwater general permit will be covered under 
the new permit. New or unpermitted facilities may obtain 
coverage under the general permit by submitting a complete 
permit application to ecology and satisfying all applicable 
public notice and State Environmental Policy Act (SEPA) 
requirements (WAC 173-226-200). The application is avail- 
able online at http://www.ecy.wa.gov/biblio/ecy02084.html. 

Requesting Copies of the Permit: You may download 
copies of the permit, fact sheet, or response to comments 
from the web site www.ecy.wa.gov/programs/wq/stormwa- 
ter/industrial/index.html, or you may request copies from 
Julie Robertson at (360) 407-6575 or by e-mail at jrob461@ 
ecy.wa.gov. 

Appeal Options: The terms and conditions of this gen- 
eral permit, being issued October 21, 2009, may be appealed 
only by filing an appeal to the pollution control hearings 
board and by serving it upon the department of ecology at the 
addresses below. Appeals of the general permit must be 
made within thirty days of issuance or receipt, whichever is 
later (see chapter 43.21B RCW). (RCW is the Revised Code 
of Washington.) The procedures and requirements for the 
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appeal process are contained inRCW 43.21B.310. An appeal 
must be filed with the Pollution Control Hearings Board, 
P.O. Box 40903, Olympia, WA 98504-0903; or the Depart- 
ment of Ecology, P.O. Box 47600, Olympia, WA 98504- 
7600. 

The terms and conditions of a general permit, as they 
apply to an individual discharger, are also appealable within 
thirty days of the effective date of coverage of that dis- 
charger, in accordance with chapter 43.21B RCW. This 
appeal is limited to the general permit's applicability or non- 
applicability to a specific discharger.

CLARIFICATION TO WSR 09-17-062 


This memo is to clarify the purpose of a change to WAC 
357-31-245 effective September 16, 2009. See WSR 09-17- 
062. 

This change allows employees who have been injured on 
the job to receive time-loss compensation under Washing- 
ton's workers' compensation program administered by the 
department of labor and industries and sick leave for the same 
missed work days. This change makes the rule consistent 
with the state administrative and accounting manual 
(SAAM). 

A change to the civil service rules is not required 
because an amendment was adopted during the 2007 legisla- 
tive session to RCW 51.32.090 of the workers' compensation 
laws. According to the department of labor and industries, 
the 2007 amendment to the workers' compensation laws pro- 
vides that sick leave cannot be considered the payment of 
wages by an employer to avoid time-loss compensation 
(commonly referred to as "kept-on-salary").
